SOME COLD FACTS 

Whara Should a Food Freezer be Located? 

The ideal location is a dry, well-ventilated level place which is main¬ 
tained at room temperature. The freezer should be plugged into a single 
circuit appliance outlet. 

Upright or Chost-Type? 

Uprights take less floor space and give easier access to toe foods than 
chest freezers. The chest model retains cold slightly better than the up¬ 
right because of its top opening hd. The lid can serve as a handy extra 
work surface. Uprights are more convenient for storing flat packages; 
chests make the best storage for big bulky foods like roasts and poulty. 
What Should b« Done When the Freezer Stops? 

If the freezer becomes inadvertently disconnected, the door should be 
kept closed. If the freezer is full, food will remain frozen for two to four 
days. Dry ice may be added to keep the food frozen. 

If tho Food is Partially Thawed, Can it be Refrozen? 

If the food still contains ice crystals and is still cold, it may be refrozen, 
if food is completely thawed but still cold, it should be used as soon as 
possible. It can be used immediately or frozen once k is cooked. If it 
has thawed and is warm to touch; it should not be used. 

What Causas the Dried Out Appearance of Frozen Foods? 

This condition is known as freezer burn, caused by improper packaging 
of foods to be stored. It is not harmful, but flavor and texture may be 
altered. To prevent freezer burn be sure to use moisture-vapor-proof 
containers and wrappers. These will keep toe moisture m and the air 
odt, thus retaining flavor and quality of toe food. 

How Ofton Should a Freezer be Defrosted? 

A build-up of frost on the walls of a home freezer reduces the efficiency 
of a freezer. It should be removed when it is ‘•.inch thick. Defrosting 
once or twice a year is recommended. The frost-free freezer does not 
require defrosting but it should be cleaned occasionally especially if 
there has been any spillage.

As the two great wars of this 
century move gradually out of 
memory and into the pages of his¬ 
tory books, our annual iRemem- 
brance Day recurs with alarming 
rapidity, for the veteran. 

There was nothing “great” about 
either of those wars, except for 
their size. Yet the old sweats call 
their war the Great War, and the 
middle-aged sweats have to settle 
for the title World War II. 

Tte name of the day has been 
changed from Armistice Day to Re¬ 
membrance Day. A good change. 
But I’m glad they haven't changed 
the date. November 11th is an ideal 
time to remember. It’s usually 
cold, wet and gloomy. Even the 
skies seem to weep at the folly of 
man. 

It’s difficult to conceive of hear¬ 
ing those hallowed cliches: “fall¬ 
en comrades;” “In Flanders fields 
the poppies grow . . At the go¬ 
ing down of the sun, and in the 
morning, we shall remember them 
. . “lest we forget . . on 
a hot day in July. 

But I’m not being sardonic when 
I refer to hallowed diches. They 
are cliches, but they are also 
hallowed, and they mean a great 
deal to the men — and many wom¬ 
en — who gather once a year to

remember that the cream of Can¬ 
adian young men, in two genera¬ 
tions, was skimmed off -by a brutal 
fate on faraway fidds. 

It’s hard to believe in these days 
of the burning of draft cards, of 
draft dodging, that in those two 
great wars, Canadians went not 
only willingly, but in most cases 
eagerly, to fight in a war 3,000 
miles away, against an unknown 
enemy, for hazy reasons. 

At least, with hindsight, the rea¬ 
sons were hazy. But at the time, 
they were crystal clear. The Kais¬ 
er was out to destroy the British 
Empire. Good enough, Hitler was 
out to stomp across the civilized 
world in jackboots. Clear. Let’s 
stop the sods. 

We didn’t fight to subdue anyone, 
as the Russians, Germans, Japs, 
Italians have done. We weren't out 
to conquer new territories. We 
were out to prevent someone from 
subduing us, or conquering our 
territory. 

In both wars, there was a min¬ 
ority who “joined up’ tor less than 
heroic reasons: to get away from 
a nagging wife; to avoid the law; 
to escape a boring job. But in tlhe 
first great war, Canadians 'literally 
flooked to the colours, swamping 
recruiting offices. 

In that war, they showed a dash 
and elan and fortitude, once in 
action, that made them respected 
throughout Europe, and especially 
among the enemy. 

And in the second, despite the 
disillusion of the depression, des¬ 
pite the cynicism of the Thirties— 
perhaps the most anti-war genera¬ 
tion of this century — they did it 
again. And once again they proved 
themselves, beyond a doubt, as 
doughty warriors on land, sea and 
in the air. 

Personally, I didn’t exactly flock 


to fc colours. Both my brothers 
had jumped in early. That didn’t 
bother me. I was a product of the 
cynical Thirties, a university stu¬ 
dent, and I laughed at them as 
they went through endless months 
of dull training, while the war in 
Europe was a complete stalemate. 

But a time came. The Germans 
broke through. Civilization, as we 
knew it, was in danger of being 
tramped into the mud by the jack- 
boots. 

That was when thousands of us 
stopped sneering at the “phoney” 
war and took the oath. 

Looking back, I shake my head 
wryly as I remember how desper¬ 
ate we were to get killed. It was 
a traumatic experience to be wash¬ 
ed out of air-crew, where your 
chances of being killed were fairly 
good, and wind up washing dishes, 
at manning pool, safe as a saus- 

We knew what we were doing, 
in some instinctual way. We want¬ 
ed to come to grips. That’s why I 
feel a certain pity for the con¬ 
scripts of the so-called free world, 
in these days. They are forced to 
go to war against an unknown 
enemy, for something they don’t 
believe in, amidst an atmos
